He hailed “Indo- 
nesian patriots who are na- 
tionalizing Dutch property.” 

The conference's agenda in- 
cludes such subjects as impe- 
rialism and colonialism, race 
discrimination, nuclear Wwea- 
porns, Algeria, and cultural 
and economic questions. 

A spokesman for the Eco- 
nomic Comnfittee of the con- 
ference said the group today 
discussed the establishment of 
a common Afro-Asian market, 
but speakers expressed the 
opinion that a better way to 
improve trade was to adopt 
measures to counteract the 
European Common Market. 

The Ghanian delegation 
proposed that all colonies 
should be placed under-inter- 
national law.
